RESOLUTION 

No. 244 [94-FCII.—The quality control arrangements in 
the Food Corporation of India are kept under ccmtMual 
review. In view of the importance of the matter. Govern¬ 
ment have after careful consideration, decided to constitute 


a Standing Committee on Quality Control matters pertain¬ 
ing to foodgrains procured, handled and distributed by the 
Food Corporation of India.

3. The functions of the Committee shall be as under ; 

(i) to look into complaints from State Governmentst 

farmers/rice millers, alleging wrong decisions/haras¬ 
sment by FCI field Staff on quolity of forgrains ; 

(ii) to look into complaints relating to issue of sub¬ 
standard foodgrains by FCI; 

(iii) to continually monitor implementation of quality 
control instructions on fumigation and other con¬ 
nected matters in FCI depots with regular/ surprise 
inspections wherever required ; 

(iv) to look into reports of Quality Control Division 
of Ministry ttf Food ; 

(v) to review laboratory equipments in the Quality Con¬ 

trol Laboratories of FCI; and 

(vi) to look into any other complaint or connected 
matter relating to procurement and quality of food- 
grains, that may be referred by the Ministry of 
Food or by Food Corporation of India; 

and make appropriate recommendations in regard to the 
above. 

4. The Committee shall meet once a week and may, at 
its discretion, hold daily meetings during the procurement 
seasons of paddy and wheat. 

5. The Committee shall submit its report on complaints 
relating to procurement referred to them by the Ministry of 
Food and FCI within three days from the date of receipt of 
the complaint, to the Chairman FCI with copy to Secretary 
(Food). Reports in regard to all other complaints under fi) 
above will be similarly submitted within a period of one 
week. Complaints pertaining to (ii) above will be reported by 
the Committee within a fortnight. Quarterly reports will 
be sent to FCI and Ministry of Food in regard to (Hi) to (v). 

6. No Secretarial assistance of any kind shall be provided 
by the Government for this job. The Committee shall 
manage the work on their own utilising the staff available 
with the members. Monitoring of the follow up on the re¬ 
ports of the Committee shall be done by S&I Division in the 
Ministry of Food, 

7. Expenditure on account of TA[DA of the Members of 
the Committee shall be borne by the Food Corporation of 
Inclia|Ministry of Food as the case may be,
